Newport News, Va., August 31.— 
Air experts believe that the superiori- 


ty of the airplane over the battleship 
will be demonstrated for all time when 
planes from Laugley field attack thé’ 
old battleships Virginia and New Jer- 
sey, off Cape Hatteras September 5. 
The “os now are moving south- 
ward from Boston, and the airmen 
will leave Langley Monday for Hat- 
teras, many of them flying down the 
coast.

ble, entire disarmament of the flying 
navies. 

It is stated on unquestioned au- 
thority that France has taken the 
lead in this conflict for superior 
power in the newest fighting arm, 
and that the situation, unless 
checked, presents the worst menace 
to the peace of the world today. 
France, it is stated, will be able to 
send aloft 1,530 battle planes by 
1926, under her present construc- 
tion program. Included in this ar- 
mament of the clouds are planes 
which carry 75-millimeter cannons, 
planes which can transport six ma- 
chine guns and their crews, enor- 
mous bombers, special fighting air- 
ships armored with battleship steel, 
famd actual troopships of the air. 

Engiand is said to be France’s 
nearest competitor In this new field 
of warfare. The island kingdom has 
recently voted an additional $27,- 
500,000 to enlarge her air armada. 
Even with this expenditure, she will 
have only 624 fighting planes in 
1926 to oppose France’s 1,530. 
Italy is engaged In the creation of 
a separate air force, with extensive 
plans for its rapid development, 
while Russia 1s employing German 
technicians and using German ma- 
chinery in an effort to reach its air 
goal, announcea by Moscow as a 
fleet of 10,000 planes. 

Military experts have all agreed 
that the next great war, if it comes, 
will make the recent world conflict 
appear tame by comparison in its 
horror. It is conceded that the 
coming conflict wilk be decided in 


dropping wholesale death from the 
clouds, upon the cities and popula- 
tion centers. A mental picture of 
utter annihilation of great cities is 
not too far fetched, under these 
circumstances, and the adjective 
“ruthless” will take on a new, 
frightful meaning if something is 
not done to curb the madness of 
the war leaders. 

America is the only nation in the 
world which can properly take the 
lead in any movement seeking to 
limit this armament of the air. So 
far, this nation has spent but little, 
by comparison with others, on her 
air forces, and she is thus in a ‘pos!- 
tion to call upon her sister powers 
to listen to the counsels of reason 
and sanity and forestall the conflict 
which their present actions en- 
courage. 


armament limitation conference at 
Washington to point the way, Presi- 
dent Coolidge his every reason to 
hope that the calling of a similar 
conference, for the limitation of the 
forces of the skies, will be pro- 
ductive of good results, and it fs 
sincerely to be hoped that he will 
lend a sympathetic ear to the re- 
quest of the American Legion.

September 1, and will represent fif- 
teen million world war veterans, 
men who, as Mr. Meyerhardt ex- 


presses it, “know what war is.”

Editor’ Constitution: The cotton § crop, 
during the month of August, as conceded 
by agricultural experts, is subjected to the 
greatest depredations of that omnivorous 
destroyer, the boll weevil. 

Many a farmer at this time of the year 
will Bee, no doubt, with a sinking heart 
the product of this summer's labor, time 
and money serving only as a banquet for 
the weevil to feast upon and prospects of a 
profit on his cotton fading as surely as the 


morning dew on the cotton boll. It is 
enough to make the stoutest heart dis- 
couraged. 


by the majority of farmers in Georgia, , 
with no adequate relief in sight. There is 
a remedy, however, that if applied would 


change the farmer's loss to a profit, and 
that fs emalier cotton acreage with inten- 
sive cultivation and dairy farming. More 
especially dairy farming. Let me add now 
that this letter is not intended to be a 
dissertation on the problems of the farmer, 
but does hope through your columns to 
stimulate dairy farming in the territory 
surrounding Atlanta and in the state in 
general. 

Atlanta, the greatest city of a great 
state, is singularly backward in the respect 
that there is net a modern creamery lo- 
cated within ite limits equipped to make 
creamery butter, condense milk and sup- 
ply Pasteurized milk to the public. There 
ia one concern, to my knowledge, that sup- 
plies Pasteurized milk. bot to wholesalers 
only, and these whoicealers, such ss res- 
taurants and soda founts, do not supply 
milk to the homes. There is not, that I 
have been able to find, a single concern 
able to provide the service of Pasteurizsed 
milk to the public that a city the size of 
Atlanta should have. There is an un- 
doubted opportunity for a large creamery in 
Atienta, as far ag the demand for its 
product is concerned. For example, our 
company, the American Bakeries company, 
ses over thirty thousand pounds of pure 
creamery butter each month. Not one 
pound of this can be purchased in Atlanta, 
due tq the fact that there is no one large 
enough te bid on our requirements for s 
month. The same is true of condensed 
milk, our monthly coosumption being over 
sixty thousand pounds. A southern com- 
pany, with headquarters in Atlanta, we 
would satdrally welcome the opportunity 
to do business with our own people if it 


| the housewife would welcome Pasteurized, 
| Fich milk ip her home goes without eay- 
|'ng, and the remarkable thing ig that she 


/has mot made a vigorous demand for it. 


With a market for its Products assured, 


the question naturally arises, Why ie not 


a creamery of such proportions established? 
It is not for want of capital, it is not due 
to the lack of demand, it is due entirely 
to the fact that the people with capital 
have not the assurance that raw milk will 
be produced in the counties surrounding At- 
lanta in sufficient quantities that will en- 
able them to operate ¢ large creamery. 


If Atlanta ig to have this great addition | 


to its economic life, a need that is decided- 
ly imperatire, the proposition resolves 
itself into one of organization of the dairy 
faimers, If this was accomplished, if the 
organization of dairy farmers agreed to

would be built. The result would be a 
steady demand for all the milk the farmers 
could produce, at an excellent profit, a

We are 
all most vitally interested in this im- 
portant matter, and it may be that by 
continual suggestion, in the end something 
may be found that may be of some value. 

At this season of the year, it is no 
longer a question of making the cotton; 
the cotton crop at this time is made, and 

1 matter for use to solve now is how 
we can eave the crop that has been made. 

To any one who is familiar with the

Another good reason for this is that 
tn thie manner, the land will be relieved 
of the drain that would be on it for the 
supp®t of the cotton for the remainder of 
the season, and would permit the land to 
rest, which would be a material advantage. 
Tims, you will eave at least a month in 
time in the picking, the cotton stalks are 
‘agiready plowed for next season, and they 
are dry and ready to be raked and burned. 

I trust that you will see fit to publish 
thie and it may be that by «a comparison 
of ideas, some good will develop.

Greb, Pittsburg “windmill,” who has 
been knocking at the championship 
portals with varied success for a 
number of years, tonight dethroned 
Johnny Wilson, of Boston, as worlds 
middleweight titleholder at the Polo 
Grounds. Outfighting his opponent 
in nearly every round, Greb received 
the judges’ verdict after 15 rounds 
that for the most part proved con- 
siderably below championship stand- 
ard. 

Takirg the aggressive from the 
start, Greb pummeled the champion 
relentlessly about the head and body. 
He weakened Wilson in the fifth 
with a series of right jolts to the jaw 
and had the champion in distress in 
beth the eighth and ninth rounds 
with a slashing attack to the head. 
jut Wilson, blocked in most of his 
offensive attempts and finding the 
Pittsburger a shifty and elusive tar- 
get, fought back gamely. He stood 
up under a heavy bombardment in 
the last four rounds with his left 
eye virtually closed and with blood 
dripping from cuts about his mouth. 

Wilson's. attack was directed chief- 
ly to Greb’s body and at times he 
seemed to hurt the challenger with 
short hooks to the ribs and stomach, 
but Greb inevitably checked his op- 
ponent by blocking and maneuvering. 
In the twelfth and thirteenth rounds 
Wilson showed a few flashes of cham- 
pionship form, but they were ouly 
momentary. Puzzled by his oppon- 
ent’s methods he invariably stayed 
on the defensive or lost opportunities 
to shoot over effective punches by 
his showness. 

Greb’s rough tactics and Wilson's 
apparent inability to display any ef- 
fective sort of attack marred many 
of the rounds. The Pittsburger was 
warned repeatedly for holding in the 
clinches, while he swung his right 
to Wilson’s head and bedy and on 
one or two occasions he was booed 
by the crowd for his unfairness. Wil- 
son, however, was also guilty of rouzh 
work, but he usually was worsted in 
these attempts to meet Greb at the 
latter’s own game. 

Neither fighter scored the seinblance 


of a knockdown during the entire 


fight. 


After a short’ delay Greb rushed 
and landed lightly and then they 
clinched, swinging both’ arms, 47 
champion continued the body attack 
he began in the previous round, but.

vanced Greb sank two vicious rights 
in the short ribs. Greb was agalm 
warned for holding but it did not stop 
him for he landed a dozen more blows 
from that position and had the cham- 
pion obviously bewildered when the 
round ended. 

Round Nine.

America’s Child-Slaves. 


English laws against child labor 
have long since made such horrors im- 
possible. The like, we dare say, could 
not occur in the coal mines of America. 
But it is of more than passing interest 
to remmeber that the congress of these 
United States, the land of the brave 
and free, our beloved country, has not 
been able to put a stop to child labor. 
Every law enacted by congress for- 
few children, but of thousands of them 
throughout the United States. 

Recently a young man was asked 
for his opinion of tke threatened 
strike in the coal fields. His quick 
teply was: 

“T am against the miners.” 

“Why? What are they asking? 
Whrr are they threatening a strike?” 

His answer was:

His attitude, we believe, is that 
of most people. 

They do not know conditions in the 
coal fields. ‘lhey are wholly ig. 
norant of the yzrievances or lack of 
grievances of the miners.

Moreover, they know the horrors of 
the coal-less winter and the ever- 
rising price of coal. 

That any group or organisation 
of men should bring such things upon 
our country seems to them a mon- 
strous and evil think, cause these 
that strike, they think, cause these 
things.

QUAKE MOVES

Osaka, Japan, September 1.—(By 
the Associated Press.) ——-An earthquake 
shock lasting over six minutes was 
felt here at noon today.
